Batoum, on the Blank - 
opened t wo maritime routes to Europe, 
and met the first difficulty. Cars and 
nstruetcd to carry crude oil 
met the last and enabled refineries to 
be built in the interior of the empire 
wherever fuel might be eheapesl. ll 
is confidently predicted, since the com- 
pletion of the Batoum railway, that 
Russian oil will displace American in 
European markets, and that it will 
•ven be possible for the Hussian pro- 
duet to compete for the markets of the 
United States. M. De Tehihatehef 
points out a probable demand in the 
near future for petroleum to m 
fuel on the great lines of railway com- 
pleted ami still building in Asia. —
